No. 111.—The following Rules for Quarantine against cholera which have been made by the 
Bombay Government in exercise of the power conferred by Section I, Act | of 1870, with the pre- 
_ vious sanction of the Governor General in Council, are published for general information. at 


The Rules have effect from the 3oth May 1892, asa temporary measure, in the ports of Aden, 
Perim, and the SomAli Coast : . 


I.—The Commander of every vessel, including pugysiows or other native craft, arriyi 
from the Arabian Coast between Aden an | Babelmandeb and from the African 


Coast between Suakim and Guardafui shall, before entering the harbour, indicate 
by signal the port from which such vessel has came. j 


\ Il.—-Such Commander shall not, except as hereinafter provided, allow any communication 
either with the pilot boat, except orally, or with the shore, or with any other 
vessel or boat in the harbour, 


I1I.—Immediately on arrival the Commander shall cause the letter R of the Commercial 
Signal Code to be hoisted, and shall keep the said flag flying during his stay in 
port or until authorized by the Health Officer to haul it down. If communi- 

cation with the shore is not desired, the vessel shall anchor at such place as 

may be pointed out hy the Port authorities, having regard to the season of: the 
year, If communication with the shore is desire , the Health Officer shall 

alongside the vessel, and, after all necessary enquiries, shall direct the Com- 
mander to take the vessel to the quarantine anchorage duly appointed and 
notified in that behalf by the Resident, there to remain for a period of seven 

days from the date of arrival or for the shorter period rescribed in Rule IV, 

and undergo disinfection, which should apply as well to crew, passengers, 

effects, and susceptible goods, 


IV.—Ii the Health Officer of the Port has sufficient evidence that no cases of a suspicious 
nature have taken place on board during the voyage, and if the vessel is besides 
in good hygienic condition, the duration of the quarantine will be diminished 
according to the following scale :

The areas of distress remain practical the ‘same as those which 
were described in our Despatch No. 12 of the 1 7th February last. We expressed 
'_ Our opinion that no general amelioration can be expected in the districts affected 
by agricultural failure until the advent of the monsoon, and Your Lordship will 
observe that the Provincial reports generally confirm our anticipations. ‘The 
demand for relief is, as we expected, slowly increasing in many of the affected 
districts, though we are glad to say that no important or serious change f the 
worse.in the position has yet occurred, while in some tracts the condo are 
even more favourable than they were when we last wrote on the subject. 


3- Excellent reports have been received of the spring harvests in the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh and in the Central Provinces, the outturn in. 
the first named having been the best experienced for some years. As the last 
autumf harvest also yielded an unusually heavy outturn in the same Prov- 
inces, there is a large surplus of the cheaper food-grains available for export to 
other Provinces. The stent of the area arvests in Northern India is apparent in 
the comparatively low prices of popular food-grains, which even in the affected 
tracts still prevail. “Current rates are considerably cheaper than those ‘of the 
corresponding period in 1877, while in the greater part of India the general level 
of prices is materially below that which prevailed twelve months ago. We 
shall have the pleasure of submitting to Your Lordship shortly diagrams of 
prices in each Province, which will clearly illustrate this encouraging fact: 

. 4. Turning now to the measures which have been taken in each Province in 
which relief has been called for, we may first inform Your Lordship that we 
have recently directed renewed attention to the main principles laid down by the 
Famine Commissioners. The most important of these were that works should 
be in readiness in every part of India for the relief of people in want of food 
that every person in need,should receive on the works when opened wages suffi- 
cient 1 Rie food enough to sustain health and strength ; that, in order that the 
general community might not be unnecessarily taxed for the maintenance of 
those requiring relief, wages should not materially exceed the amount required to 
ensure a fully healthy condition ; that every able-bodied person in receipt of relief 
should give in return'a reasonable amount of labour ; and, finally, that weakly 
persons and those unaccustomed to work should be supplied with gratuitous and 
sufficient relief either without any demand for labour at all or in return for a light

Sir Charles Elliott, 
to whose opinion special experience in earlier famines lends authority, has con- 
firmed upon personal inspection the reports of the local officers that ‘the people 
in the affected parts are physically fit for work; that cases of emaciation or 
weakness due to hunger are remarkably few ; and that the works in progress 
afford sufficient employment to those who require it. Prices are still easy, and, 
so far as can be judged from the District reports, there has been no serious: 
increase in the death-rate. The Local Government has, however, been pressed 
to communicate fuller information on the latter point in its next report. 


In Bombay the situation has improved since the end of March. In Dhar- 
war the Collector reports the Scarcity to be practically at an end, subject only 
to the continuance of the ante-monsoon rains. In Belgaum Prices are still very 
easy, and no suspension, of the land-revenue has yet been necessary ; while. in 
Bijapur ample employment is available to, the people upon the agriculiural works, 
which land-owners of the better class have been enabled to open with the 
assistance of Government loans, 


A.réport has been received from the Government of the North-Western 
Provinces and Qudh reporting the existence of Scarcity in parts of the 
, Almora.and Garhw4l Districts, There is no deficiency of food at present in the 
affected tracts, the grain locally in stock being expected to hold out till the end 
of June, From then, however, till the middle of September there will be an 
“insufficiency which the Local Government proposes to. meet by importing grain 
from, the plains, which will be. sold at rates sufficient to cover all cost of pur- 
"hase, transport, and waste.

In Southern India, including Mysore, and in Burma there has been 
a considerable decline of di8tress, In the remainder of the affected tracts 
reported on last month, except in Rajputana, the numbers demanding relief have, 
as was expected, continued to increase. As will be gathered from the enclosed 
note submitted by our Meteorological Reporter, the south-west monsoon is

As regards the Native States where scarcity exists, we are glad to report 
_ that in A/ysore the crops and prospects have been improved by the rain which 
fell in April and May.

‘the markets. The Darbar is carefully watching the situation. The condition of
